Sir, that this 
in a deelded under-estimate of 
an {tem of mnjor importance to 
this Colony, In: the very near 
future, we are to huve a Muni- 
cipal Council, an Important. step 
forward in the history of Hong 
Kong. But for a Municipal 
Council! to function effectively we 
necd on ‘enlightened, educated 
The demund = for 
education—partlculurly -Vernacu- 
lar Primary Education—and for 
\ to provide — that 
education, Js greater todny in 
Hong Kong than it has ever been. 

Apart from provision for the 
opening of the Technical College 
Evening Department, however, I 
see na mention in the estimates, 
of any financlal provision for re-| 
building. I. see nothing about 
Queen's College, King's College, 
Girls’ School or _ the 
Vernacular Middle School at Pok- 
fulom, These havo all played o 
very important role In the educa- 
tion of the community of Hong 
Kong and~—I repeat—the need for 
them today !s greater than ever 
before. “ 

Many parents find it impossible 
to send their children to’ the. ex- 
pensive private schoola and they 
have the right, I submit, Sir, to 
expect Government to come to 
thelr assistance. The figure of 
$900,000 in subsidies to rural ond 
urban vernacular schocls, for in- 
stance, is quite ‘inadequate to 
cope with present needs. 

On the other hand, I should 
Uko to' express my whole-hearted 
approval of the proposal to allo-

MR. M. K. LO 
First, Things First 

The Hon, Mr, M.K. Lo gaid:— 
Your Excellency: The high- 
light of the able and lucid

Efficiency Expert 

I feel sure every one in the 
Colony has noted with natisfac- 
tion the Financial Secretary’s 
statement, that Government has 
striven to reduce - temporary 
staffs ag far as possible, and 
further that an Efficlency Ex- 
pert will soon be arriving to 
undertake the work of overhaul- 
ing the whole machinery of

And this brings me to the 
perennial question of employ- 
ment and promotion of locally 
recrulted officers, After Your 
Excellency’s specific assurance 
that “the policy of Government 
fs... to ensure that every  op- 
portunity shall be given . to 
locally recruited persons, not 
only to enter but to rise in the 
service of the public up to the 
highest: posts and.to fulfil the 
highest responsibilities of which 
they are cnpable or can be as- 
sisted to become capable, by 
any means at the disposal of 
Government”—it might sccm 
unwarranted, if not pre 
sumptuous, - if 1 were to say 
anything more on this subject. 
And yet I feel bound to state in 
thin Council that. whilst this 
high policy has given universal 
gatisfuction and ts one to which 
Heads of certain Departments 
have striven to give effect, it 
dyes not appear to be operative 
in nll departments, I know that 
grave dissatisfaction exista. 1 
can only hope that all respon- 
sible senior officers will act in 
accordance with the spirit of | 
Your Excellency’s assurance and 
of Government's oft reiterated 
nnd avowed policy. 

Income Tax 

"The Budget Js framed on the 
basis of an Income Tax bring- 
Ing in an estimated sum of $16,- 
000,000.90. Since the — publica- 
tion of the Inland Revenue Or- 
dinance Bill, the Chinese com- 
munity has expressed = very 
strong opposition to this 
measure. Written representa- 
tions from representative bodies 
have been ‘forwarded to Gov- 
ernment. But as thls Bill is net 
before this Councl} today 1 
abstain from any further — re- 
marks on this matter at the pre- 
sent time. 

During the transitory period 
between, War and Pence it js 
inevitable that certain em- 
ergency powers, such .as those 
conferred by the Defence Re- 
ulations 1940, should be con- 
tinued in operation by appro- 
priate enactments even though 
the Civil’ Government of ,the 
Colony was resumed on = 1st 
May, - 1046. But I feel very. 
strongly that Government 
should not resort to such em- 
ergency powers if action could 
be taken, without injury to 
public interests, through the 
ordinary constitutlonal ma. 
chinery. 

Now, at least two really re- 
volutionary schemes were put 
through or continued by such 
emergency powers, one relating 
to the Fishing industry, and the 
other -to the Marketing - of 
Vegetables, 

Certain . regulations were 
made by the British Military 
Administration, being Regula- 
tion No. & under Proclamatlon 
No, 4 entituled “Marketing of 
Fish”, under which no person 
could sell any fresh fish except 
under permit, or import, ‘ex- 
port or deal wholesale with 
dried or salted fish except under 
permit, and under which a mar- 
ket organisation for the sale of 
flah was established. 


Revolutionary 

These provisions were con- 
tinued by the Civil Government. 
The effect of these regulations 
was to change the whole basis 
of the Fishing indubtry in the 
Colony which had subsisted for 
o century, and to put out of 
business the whole trade and 
business of the wholesalers, 
who had carried on business in 
the Colony for the same poriod.

Two Cases- 

A Chinese family, who had 
been in Hong Kong for more 
than o generation, occupied a 
lurze house in Robinson Road 
which the head of the famlly 
had built in 1925, and in which 
the whole family lived until the 
outbreak of the Pacific. war. 
When the war started the 
ground floor was requisitioned 
by the Authorities. for use as 
un ARP; station. | 

Immediately on the Japanese 
occupation the Japanese Gen. 
darmerie took over the pre- 
mises, and the head and his 
family were driven out of the 
house without being able to 
take away even thelr personal 
belongings, and they had to 
leave for Macao, where the 
head died two years ago. 

The house remained in Ja- 
panere occupation throughout 
the whole period until the Ja- 
panese surrender. . 

On the British re-occupation 
the house was requisitioned 
and this family, still in exile, 
haa been. trying to get back 
this house for the family’s 
occupation.ever since the Bri- 
-tish re-occupation. In spite of 
repeated applications the latest 
answer is: that there fe little 
likelihood of the premises be- 
ing released prior to 31st De- 
cember, 1947.” : 

A Dentist 

The other case relates to a 
house in Kowloon which, up to 
the outbreak of the Pacific war, 
was owned and occupied by, 
local dentist who had .becn 
carrying on his profession os a 
dentist -in Hong Kong for 
many years. 

This dentist, during the Ja- 
pnnese occupation, moved up to 
Canton and has been trying to 
return to the Colony to resume 
his practice as o dentist. In 
spite of repeated applications 
since at least August 1946 the 
premises are still under requisi- 
tion.

Brigade Building. For some rea- 
son, about which I am not quite 
clear, the Authorities refuse to 
recognise vaccination and In-.

The 
result is that there fs sometimes 
OQ queue of coolics waiting for 
vaccination stretching right round 
the building. To stand in this 
quoue js not only very unplea- 
sant, but a waste of valuable time.

They 
tire not accompanied by suffl- 
cient information to show or ex- 
plain the varintlons between the 
enpital receipts and expenditure 
in 1940-47 and the. estimates for 
1047-48, In the 
proper balance sheet for the past 
{itianelil year und estimates of 
capital expenditure for’ the com- 
Ing year it ix Imposstble to ob- 
tain 2 proper appreciation of tho 
financial prospect. It Is hoped 
that in future years it may be 
possible to submit m more com- 
plete financial statement and a 
balance sheet and 2 statement ‘of 
the capital expenditure proposed 
for the coming year. 

New Taxes 

As to the revenue the totals of 
ench section are given in the 
statement, but a total of the en- 
tire revenue js not provided; nor 
in there a totnl given of the en- 
tire expenditure. From — the 
Ngures given, the most striking 
Ip the increase in the Internal re- 
yenue from oun estimated 7 mil- 
lin in 1946-47 to close on 30 
million in 1947-48.

far-as—the revenue required for 
the coming yéar is concerned. It 
murt also be remembered that 
the pre-war Wor Revenue Ordin- 
ance was passed under the exi- 
gencles of war, and it was then 
understood that the . imposition 
war to be only a temporary mea- 
sure, to be removed so soon as 
the war came to an end. Now 
{he war has been prosecuted to a 
successful end, and the public 
bad hoped for comparative peace 
nnd an opportunity for rehabi- 
Iitatlon. It Is the duty of the 
people to nubmit to sacrifices for 
the rehobilitetlon of the Colony 
nfter nearly 4 years of deyastat- 
ing war, but there is a limit tc 
everything, and the public’s capa- 
city to carry heavy loads is 
reaching the limlt. I earnestly 
hope that Government will devise 
some other means of ralsing re- 
venue than by direct taxation in 
the form of the proposed Income 
Tax to which such strong objec- 
tlons have been raised by all 
sections of the community and 
for very cogent reasons. Many 
other indirect forms of taxation 
would be preferable ta an ‘Income 
Tax which’ hits the minority, 
leaving’ the majority unaffected. 


'There ore several forms which 


would be less expensive to 
operate and leas liable to evasion, 
sugh as business registration tnx, 
intport tax, ‘sales tax, and an in- 
creuse Jn stamp duty. 


Detrimental 

After four years of neglect and 
disruption under the occupation 
of the enemy, every commercial 


jeencern here, large or small, re- 


quires oll thelr resources to re- 
suscitate and rehabilitate, and 
any Government impost which 
would prevent or retard these 
most urgent improvements would 
be detrimental to the Interests of 
the Colony. f 

Regarding ‘Assessed Taxes,’ it 
seems to me thnt property own- 
ers have not received folr treat- 
ment from Government. Unlike 
other investors, they are prevent. 
ed by stringent regulations from 
receiving more than a certain 
percentage of return on their in- 
vestment, -and_ while everything 
hos appreciated in value, the 
londlords must not recelve more 
than what they did before the 
wor, It seems to me therefore 
that the time has come for an 
annulment -or a radical amend- 
ment of all legislation which has 
the effect of penalising only, tand- 
lords by saddling them with -re- 
sponsibilities which should be 
borne by the public as a whole. 
While it is my desire to safe- 
guard and protect the Interests of 
the tenants, I consider It no Iess 
my duty to see that. fair treat- 
ment is accorded the landlords.

Education 


I now. turn to ‘Expenditure 
which { find requires little com- 
ment, However, I note with 
pleasure that attention has been 
given to the need of expansion of 
Vernacular Education about 
which I spoke at some length in 
my speech on the budget for the 
post year. Any expenditure on 
thls head will be money well 


Whil® touching on the subject 
vf education, I regret to note 
that there is still a shortage of 
schoola, and JJ think this de- 
remedicd aa 
early os possible. 

A happy Innovation has ‘been 


no faeilities fory Tax is justified jn the Colony, 80) jntroduced in the Education De- 


partment. I refer to the distribu- 
tlon ‘of milk and biscuits to 
school children in Government 
schools. The money so expend- 
ed will conduce to better health 
of the children and their greater 
eMciency. 

I do not ‘hesitate to repeat what 
I snid in this Council last year 
on the eatimates for the year 
1946-47 on the lack of amenities 
for the public. I particularly re-, 
gret thot there Is still o short- 
age of. hospital accommodation, 
and while appreciating the dim- 
culties that undoubtedly confront 
the Medical Department, I feel 
thot since this matter affects the 
g@cral public an effort should 
ce made to supply this deficiency. 
The honourable Director of 
Medical Services . has rendered 
yeomen service to the Colony, 
and It behoves this Council to 
give him the necessary support in 
his efforts to mprove existing 
conditions, 


District Watch 


I am glad that the system of 
collecting funds from: the public 
for the maintenance of the Dis- 
trict ‘Watch .Force has been 
abolished, and that the Force is 
now imalntained by the Govern- 
ment. This Is a step in the right, 
direction, but it Is to be hoped 
that the proposed reduction of the 
Foree will be gradual and in 
consonant with its functlons as 
investigatore for the Secrctarlat 
for Chineso Affairs. The Force 
has performed useful service in 
the past, and should be retained 
for os long as its usefulness re- 
mains undiminished, 

The Hon. Financial Seeretary 
in his speech on the first reading 
of the Bill now before us said: 
“The finol settlement of accounts 
for the military period and ‘he 
incidence of the cost of demo t- 
Msation expenses and ‘pensions in 
respect of the Volunteerg ore 
among the most important, but 
there are mony others." He fur-. 
ther sald: “Many Important Issues 
remoin to be ‘settled ond the 
Colony may be faced with claims 
for very considerable amounts 
jndced in respect of past events.” 

I understand that this Colony 
will be called upon to pay for 
the demobilisation and pensions 
of Volunteers and for repatriation. 
I consider it unfair to saddle this 
Colony with these items of ex- 
penditure. 

Let me first deal with the de- 
mobilisation and pensions of 
Volunteers. It Is true that by an 
oversight, os I understand it 
to be, our Volunteers have not 
been incorporated into the fight- 
Ing forces. But the fact remains 
that they did fight In the defence 
of the Colony: with conspicuous 
gallantry, and has mede as great 
a sacrifice for King and Empire. 
Nas members of the regular forces 
of the Crown. Why then should 
not the Imperial Government :as- 
sume the responsibilities for the 
nxpenses of their demobilisation 
and thelr pensions? i 

I particularly dislike to have to 
pay for the repatriation of women’ 
and children sent out of the 


was a subject that provoked much 

dverse criticiam at the time, 
and today many feel: that it is.

_ With. these few remarks I be 


fo support. the adoption of the 
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yenr is the very great: diacre- 
-pancy. between the estimated re- 
venue and the revenue that has 
in fact been collected. 

The difficulty of cstimating 
the revenue last year was and 
is an obvious one, and the dis- 
crepaney I have referred to was 
also accentuated by the expend!- 
ture not belng as heavy ‘as an- 
ticipated, but this only accounts 
for a part of the difference. 
“The real renson for the 
great ‘difference between the 
expectations and the realities 
of Inst year Ia in my opinion due 
to the fact that so far as I am 
aware no Britlsh “Colony, other 
than those In the Far East. has 
been put in a similar position 
In the history of the Empire, It 
is possible that during the 
Napo’tonle Wara some British 
Colonies wore occupled by the 
enemy for a longer or shorter 
time but, during the recent oc 
cupation of this Colony when 
ave were, speculating on = the 
future we were unable to recol- 
lect any comparable case. 

Abnormal 
For this reason I fecl that 
the year that Ia leaving us 
should be regarded as abnormal 
and treated accordingly. 
- I .o not mean by this to sug- 
pot that the Honourable Mem- 
er. has produced his estimates 
upon the false assumption that 
he will find, and probably be 
very embarrassed to find, his 
revenue twice o8 much as = he 
expected, On the contrary i 
feel that he hos taken ‘on ex- 
tremely conservative view of his 
ability to find the muney which 
he will, n8 at present he secs 
the figure, require to balance 
the budget, 1 am authoritative- 
ly informed, for example, that 
at the present rate of collection 
the betting tax will produce at 
least twice the amount mention- 
ed in the estimate, , % 

My point, Sit, in making this 
observation Js that there is still 
poselble » great divergency of 
-opinion regarding the financial 
course of the forecoming year 
and 1 am therefore pleased to 
see that the Honourable Mem- 
ber has taken the consgrvative 
view to which I have ‘referred. 


Dominating . 

The item in the . Estimates 
which has attracted the most 
public attention is- undoubtedly 
the $16,088,000 expected from’ 
the Inland Revenue Bill or what 
is perhaps better known as the 
income tax law. I suppose - it 
might be sald that this item 
dominates the whole picture. 

I have no doubt, however, that 


ample opportunity will be given 


to this Council to discuss this 
measure and I therefore pass 
to other matters in connection 
wlth the ‘Bill ‘before Council. 
IT think, Sir, that 1: have: al- 
ready indicated that I have no 
fundamental ‘differences with 
the Honourable Member on thla 
Bill, but there are a number of 
criticisms of the Estimates I 


‘should like to make concerning 


particular items, 

As an unofficial member of 
the Council, following, the pro- 
cedents prior to the war, I feo] 
that the unoffilelal members 
were oxpected to stop the Gov- 
ernment from aponding money. 
I, open to correction, feel at 
the present time that tho Gov- 
ernment is, if anything, sk! 
ing some essential services that 
should be rendered to the pub- 
llc. I-must, however, qualify my 
remark by tating that any

The question of evasion of 
tux draws one’s attention to 
the fact that- only $3,000,000 Is 
expected from the meals tax, 
a sum which seems to be gen- 
erly agreed oa nhowing ao 
very great evasion of the tax. 
I observe, however, that’ steps 
are now being taken to make 
evasion more difficult, hut it is 
noteworthy that even the small- 
ness of this tax haa not proved 
enough to make o reasonable 
collection possible without ex- 
traordinary meana. 

Caustic Comments 

A point in the Estimates upon 
which I have heard some caus- 
tlc comments is the item of 
$30,317,828 for miscellaneous 
rervicca; oa this item is very 
nearly a third of the budget, 
this is not surprising.- 

We have of course details in 
the papers which have been cir- 
culated but the matter might 
be less baldly put in the sum- 
mary of the estimates which fs 
published in the Gazette and 
subsequently in the Press. 

I welcome the appointment 
of-the-Salaries-Commisaion as 
the inadequacy of ‘salaries, 
particularly among the lower 
paid Government Servants, has 
been universally recognised for 
some time, I see that it has 
been suggesteg in the Prese 
that the lower paid ranka may 
suffer from not being repre- 
sented on the Commission but 
I feel sure their catiae will be 
much better brought out by the 
experienced gentlemen on the 
Commission than would pro- 
bably’ be the,case by one of 
their own number, “It'is a re 
coxniaed practise amongst Inw- 
yers to hang cases in which 
they are personatly interested 
to another lawyer and they, ex- 
perlenced in the cffects of ad- 
vocacy, do not do this because 
they prefer to have their cane 
put less efficiently than they 
could do it themselves, 

There is only one suggestion 
I should like to make regarding 
tHe composition of tha Com- 
mission, ung that {s that, al- 
though I observe the Commis. 
sion have technical accountant 
assistance, I think that the help 
of an outside chartered account- 
ant with large experience in the 
Colony would be invaluable. 

, 
Necessary Expenditure 

I have, in company with the 
other unoMfictal members: of the 
Council, been through the ¢s- 
timates In detail:and bringing! 
the best consideration of them! 
that I om able f can find very 
little to disagree with, as the 
estimates have,. either inten- 
tionally or otherwise,  quito 
rightly ‘at ‘the moment been 
confined to obvious necessary 
expenditure. It is unfortunate 
that the budget {s not able to 
deal with all our expected com- 
mitments .as we are aware that 
there are many so far un- 
formulated demands, but this 
fg the inevitable conscquence of 
the timer we have been through. 
Such demands when formulated 
will no doubt bo placed before 
this Council for discussion. 

Thero are two matters of 
great general importance which 
affect the: community ang -also 
the revenue to which I’ should 
like to refer, . :

This task was studied by 
a committeo which was, set up 
under the authority of Your Ex- 
Gellency under the chatrmanshi 
of the Acting Attorney Gentral.

figures for 1946/47 would be 
more in‘the nature of guens- 
work than reasonably nccurate 
estimates for as I explained 
when introducing the first 
reading. of the . Appropriation 
Bill a great dent of. expenditure 
In taking place in London and 
detailed accounts are montha in 
arrears, Claims are often pre- 
sented for which this Govern- 
ment har no prior knowledge. 
Ab an example, since these cR- 
tiniates were introduced ao 
claim for a considerable sum 
has been presented in respect 
of the cost of maintenance of 
internees who were stnt’ by 
this Government to Indian in 
1940. We are constantly  re- 
eelving surprises of ‘thia sort 
and I akould therefore prefer

Assets And Liabilities 

Similarly It will be passible 
next year tO publish in ‘the 
estimates a statement of assets 
and Habilitles ag at March 31, 
1947. Civil Government han 
not been re-established. for o 
suMcient period to make it 
possible for such ao statement 
to be included this year. : 

The Hon, Mr. M, K. Lo sug- 
gested that revenue from land 
sales should Instead of being 
credited to yencral revenue .be 
utillsed to build ‘up o reserve 
fund. Thia js a suggestion 
which has from time to time 
been ‘put forward not only Ja 
Hong Kong but in many other 
Colonies ond the proposal has 
‘ts attractions. But the main 
argument against such a pro- 
cedure is, I think, that the firat 
charge on all forms of revenue 
collected during the year must 
necessarily be for the purpose 
of meeting .expenditure. It is 
not really practicable to car- 
mark revenue from ‘one parti- 
cular source to mect one parti- 
cular type of expenditure or to 
build up a reserve because that 
particular source of revenue 
would probably tend to dry up 
just as the need for it became 
greatest. It seems to me that 
the whole’ of the revenue must 
for the next fow years at any 
rate be made available to meot, 
the general requirements of the 
Colony and to securo a balance 
of the budget/- Indeed if any 
rqvenuo is earmarked for ao 
special purpose it wil] be neces- 
sory to replace.{t by means of 
increased taxation. I entirely 


agree, of. course, as to the de- 
airability of building up a re- 
serve fund but I am_ rather 
ofrald that this ts etill a few 
years ahead. The soundest way 
of building up such a fund 
will be to transfer to jt a sub- 
stantial portion of the surplus 
in a good year. .
